With the advent of centralized data processing, 
Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 
the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as- 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. Also, data in this publication do not include 
cheques drawn on the Receiver General or cheques drawn 
on deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General. 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in January totalled $300,555 million, 27.0% 
above the value for the corresponding month of 1978.

The Centres 


Forty-eight of the 50 centres showed a higher value 
of cheques cashed than in January of 1978.

With the advent of centralized data processing, 
Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 
the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as- 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. 


The cheques drawn on the Receiver General for 
Canada or cheques drawn on deposit accounts held in 
the name of the Receiver General for Canada are shown 
exclusively in Table 2, effective with the March 1979 
issue. These debits reflect the data from the nine 
clearing centres maintained by the Bank of Canada for 
settlement of cheques drawn on the Receiver General 
for Canada. 


The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in the charts, 
as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn 
on deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in March totalled $304,198 million, 23.32% 
above the value for the corresponding month of 1978. 
Payments in the 10 provinces rose in comparison. 
Debits increased in Newfoundland by 50.8%, Prince 
Edward Island by 34.5Z, Nova Scotia by 7.12%, New 
Brunswick by 19.0%, Quebec by 0.12%, Ontario by 38.12, 
Manitoba by 1.8%, Saskatchewan by 15.72%, Alberta by 
19.5%, and British Columbia by 14.52.

Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been i 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 

the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as- 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. 


The cheques drawn on the Receiver General for 
Canada or cheques drawn on the deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General for Canada are 
shown exclusively in Table 2, effective with the March 
1979 issue. These debits reflect the data from the 
nine clearing centres maintained by the Bank of Canada 
for settlement of cheques drawn on the Receiver Gen- 
eral for Canada. 


The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in charts, as 
well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn 
on deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in 50 clearing centres 
in April totalled $309,852 million, 29.7% above the 
value for the corresponding month of 1978. Payments 
in seven of the 10 provinces rose in comparison. 
Debits increased in Prince Edward Island by 10.32, 
Nova Scotia by 28.52%, New Brunswick by 31.5%, Ontario 
by 49.0%, Manitoba by 23.5%, Alberta by 27.4%, and 
British Columbia by 23.9%. Debits decreased in 
Newfoundland by 1.3%, Quebec by 3.2% and Saskatchewan 
by? LOR 7 4.

The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in the charts, 
as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn on 
deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in May totalled $325,634 million, 20.3% above 
the value for the corresponding month of 1978. Pay- 
ments in six of the 10 provinces rose in comparison. 
Debits increased in Nova Scotia by 64.4%, New Brunswick 
by 26.9%, Ontario by 32.5%, Saskatchewan by 31.62, 
Alberta by 31.1%, and British Columbia by 15.22. 

Debits decreased in Newfoundland by 12.72%, Prince 
Edward Island by 15.5%, Quebec by 4.3% and Manitoba 
by 8.92.

With the advent of centralized data processing, 
Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 
the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as- 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. 


The cheques drawn on the Receiver General for 
Canada or cheques drawn on deposit accounts held in 
the name of the Receiver General for Canada are shown 
exclusively in Table 2, effective with the March 1979 
issue. These debits reflect the data from the nine 
clearing centres maintained by the Bank of Canada for 
settlement of cheques drawn on the Receiver General 
for Canada.

as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn 
on deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in June totalled $330,587 million, 20.6% above 
the value for the corresponding month of 1978. Pay- 
ments in eight of the 10 provinces rose in comparison. 
Debits increased in Nova Scotia by 44.6%, New 
Brunswick by 9.8%, Quebec by 0.8%, Ontario by 23.3%, 
Manitoba by 18.8%, Saskatchewan by 20.8%, Alberta by 
37.0%, and British Columbia by 46.2%. Debits de- 
ereased in Newfoundland by 18.3%, and Prince Edward 
Island by 1.12.

With the advent of centralized data processing, 
Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 
the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as- 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. 


The cheques drawn on the Receiver General for 
Canada or cheques drawn on deposit accounts held in 
the name of the Receiver General for Canada are shown 
exclusively in Table 2, effective with the March 1979 
issue. These debits reflect the data from the nine 
clearing centres maintained by the Bank of Canada for 
settlement of cheques drawn on the Receiver General 
for Canada. 


The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in the charts, 
as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn 
on deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in July totalled $334,000 million, 33.2% above 
the value for the corresponding month of 1978. Pay- 
ments in the 10 provinces rose in comparison. Debits 
increased in Newfoundland by 11.0%, Prince Edward 
Island by 6.0%, Nova Scotia by 83.0%, New Brunswick 
by 6.1%, Quebec by 10.9%, Ontario by 45.32%, Manitoba 
by 21.9%, Saskatchewan by 29.0%, Alberta by 31.7%, and 
British Columbia by 20.4%.

With the advent of centralized data processing, 
Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 
the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as- 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. 


The cheques drawn on the Receiver General for 

/ Canada or cheques drawn on deposit accounts held in 
the name of the Reciever General for Canada are shown 
exclusively in Table 2, effective with the March 1979 
| issue. These debits reflect the data from the nine 
clearing centres maintained by the Bank of Canada for 
settlement of cheques drawn on the Receiver General 
for Canada. 


The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in the charts, 
as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn on 
deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in August totalled $334,863 million, 26.12% 
above the value for the corresponding month of 1978. 
Payments in nine of the 10 provinces rose in compari- 
son. Debits increased in Newfoundland by 18.22, 
Prince Edward Island by 0.1%, Nova Scotia by 77.0Z, 
New Brunswick by 40.3%, Quebec by 10.1%, Ontario by 
33.5%, Saskatchewan by 31.9%, Alberta by 35.42%, and 
British Columbia by 16.2%. Debits decreased in Mani- 
toba by 1.82.

With the advent of centralized data processing, 
Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 
the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as-— 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. 


The cheques drawn on the Receiver General for 
Canada or cheques drawn on deposit accounts held in 
the name of the Receiver General for Canada are shown 
exclusively in Table 2, effective with the March 1979 
issue. These debits reflect the data from the nine 
clearing centres maintained by the Bank of Canada for 
settlement of cheques drawn on the Receiver General 
for Canada. 


The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in the charts, 
as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn 
on deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in September totalled $363,775 million, 422 
above the value for the corresponding month of 1978. 
Payments in nine of the 10 provinces rose in compari- 
son. Debits increased in Newfoundland by 162, Nova 
Scotia by 48%, New Brunswick by 29%, Quebec by 182, 
Ontario by 59%, Manitoba by 112, Saskatchewan by 52, 
Alberta by 20%, and British Columbia by 23%. Debits 
decreased in Prince Edward Island by 82.

Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in October totalled $381,853 million, 372 
above the value for the corresponding month of 1978. 
Payments in nine of the 10 provinces rose in compari- 
son. Debits increased in Newfoundland by 5%, Nova 
Scotia by 41%, New Brunswick by 26%, Quebec by 252, 
Ontario by 45%, Manitoba by 14%, Saskatchewan by 362, 
Alberta by 342%, and British Columbia by 262%. Debits 
decreased in Prince Edward Island by 5%.

Clearing Houses as they were known have been ekosed 
down. The current debit to individual accounts ffgure's 


continue to reflect data from what had been the pre- %& 


vious centres but it would be incorrect to assume that 
this comparison will remain valid through time. 


The cheques drawn on the Reveiver General for Canada 
or cheques drawn on deposit accounts held in the name 
of the Reveiver General for Canada are shown exclu- 
sively in Table 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 
These debits reflect the data from the nine clearing 
centres maintained by the Bank of Canada for settlement 
of cheques drawn on the Reveiver General for Canada. 


The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in the charts, 
as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn on 
deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver Gen- 
eral for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in November totalled $384,429 million, 25% 
above the value for the corresponding month of 1978. 


Payments in nine of the 10 provinces rose in comparison. 


Debits increased in Newfoundland by 3%, Nova Scotia by 
38%, New Brunswick by 6%, Quebec by 14%, Ontario by 
30%, Manitoba by 20%, Saskatchewan by 9%, Alberta by 
23%, and British Columbia by 18%. Debits decreased in 
Prince Edward Island by 0.12.

Content 


With the advent of centralized data processing, 
Bank Clearing Houses as they were known have been 
closed down. The current debit to individual accounts 
figures continue to reflect data from what had been 
the previous centres but it would be incorrect to as-— 
sume that this comparison will remain valid through 
time. 


The cheques drawn on the Receiver General for 
Canada or cheques drawn on deposit accounts held in 
the name of the Receiver General for Canada are shown 
exclusively in Table 2, effective with the March 1979 
issue. These debits reflect the data from the nine 
clearing centres maintained by the Bank of Canada for 
settlement of cheques drawn on the Receiver General 
for Canada. 


The data in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and in the charts, 
as well as the references made to the value of cheques 
cashed in the Highlights do not include cheques drawn 
on the Receiver General for Canada or cheques drawn 
on deposit accounts held in the name of the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


Highlights 


The value of cheques cashed in the 50 clearing 
centres in December totalled $378,357 million, 287 
above the value for the corresponding month of 1978. 
Payments in eight of the 10 provinces rose in compari- 
son. Debits increased in Prince Edward Island by 72, 
Nova Scotia by 15%, Quebec by 20%, Ontario by 312%, 
Manitoba by 25%, Saskatchewan by 9%, Alberta by 352, 
and British Columbia by 26%. Debits decreased in 
Newfoundland by 37Z, New Brunswick by 132.

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 


ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
iitietaplesmln ssn Gand .and the. chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed"' series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
inetaples  l. s...4 and, 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers’ Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers’ Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950. 


Again in January 1953, the Canadian

Value of Cheques Cashed in Canada

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
inmbabbesml.s o,.14 and 5 and the chart; 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers’ Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950. 


Again in January 1953, the Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected the total of 
all cheques cashed in Canada during that

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
ietapkesul. 35 4 and 5 and the chart: 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cneques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed"' series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950. 


Again in January 1953, the Canadian

tion are restricted to those amounts debited 


by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
imerapheswie 3, 4 and 5 and) the charts 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 


charged to accounts in bank branches outside 


the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
imma plLess lens, a and Sand the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at’ branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
ielaptes 1, 3, 4 and 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed"' series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950. 


Again in January 1953, the Canadian

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
iptables 1. 3, 4 and 5 and the chare. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac-— 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950. 


Again in January 1953, the Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected the total of

Nous n'avons a4 notre disposition aucune donnée 
actuelle concernant la valeur des chéques portés 
au débit de comptes de succursales de banques 4 
a l'extérieur des 50 villes; la couverture de la 
série "chéques encaissés" est donc incompléte. 
L'Association des banquiers canadiens a fait le 
total, pour janvier 1935, de tous les chéques en- 
caissés dans les succursales bancaires du Canada, 
permettant ainsi d'obtenir la premiére mesure com- 
pléte de la valeur totale des transactions au 
Canada. Les résultats indiquent que les chéques 
encaissés dans les 32 villes de compensation 
d'alors représentaient 89 % de la valeur totale 
des transactions au Canada. Trois nouveaux cen- 
tres sont venus s'ajouter entre 1941 et 1950. 


En janvier 1953, 1'Association refit le méme 
calcul pour ce mois-la au Canada. Les débits, 
dans les 35 villes de 1'époque, représentaient 
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month. Debits in the 35 cities for which 
payments were recorded, accounted for only 
85% of the all-Canada total. To improve the 
series, the Canadian Bankers' Association 
expanded its coverage by 17 additional 
cities, as from January 1953. 


History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
EOtAL Ot I6CitLeS. aetna ANU at yaulo See ne Te 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 52 
cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 196l, 
reducing the total number of cities to 51 and 
the original 35 cities to 34. As of January 
1970, Fort William and Port Arthur had merged 
and are now designated as Thunder Bay reducing 
the number of cities to 50.

Historique 


Des données chronologiques sont disponibles de- 
puis l'année 1924 (il y avait alors 31 villes). 
En 1926, Sarnia est venu s'ajouter aux villes déja 
existantes, et Sudbury en 1929. En mai 1931, les 
succursales de Weyburn ont été absorbées par la 
Banque Impériale. En mai 1941 venait s'ajouter 
St. Catharines, puis, en avril 1949, St. John's ce 
qui portait le total des villes 4 34. En mai 
1950, Cornwall faisait passer ce nombre a4 35. En 
janvier 1953, 17 nouvelles villes étaient créées 
ce qui donnait un total de 52. Puis, en janvier 
1961, les chéques encaissés 4 New Westminster 
étaient compris dans ceux de Vancouver, ramenant 
le total a 51 et réduisant de 35 a 34 le nombre 
des villes du début. Enfin, en janvier 1970, Fort 
William et Port Arthur se joignaient pour former 
la ville de Thunder Bay donnant alors un total de 
50 villes.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac~ 
tions.

In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 52 
cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 1961, 
reducing the total number of cities to 51 and 
the original 35 cities to 34. As of January 
1970, Fort William and Port Arthur had merged 
and are now designated as Thunder Bay reducing 
the number of cities to 50.

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
inetablesw!, 3, 4 and 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950. 


Again in January 1953, the Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected the total of 
all cheques cashed in Canada during that

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
ielapwes 1, 3, 4 and 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Ta- 
ble 2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac~ 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950. 


Again in January 1953, the Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected the total of 
all cheques cashed in Canada during that

To improve the series, 
the Canadian Bankers’ Association expanded 
its coverage by 17 additional cities, as 
from January 1953. 


History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
citiesito 50.

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the “cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Nous n‘avons 4 notre disposition aucune donnée 
actuelle concernant la valeur des chéques portés 
au débit de comptes de succursales de banques 4 
l'extérieur des 50 villes; la couverture de la 
série "“chéques encaissés” est donc incompléte. 
L'Association des banquiers canadiens a fait le 
total, pour janvier 1935, de tous les chéques en- 
caissés dans les succursales bancaires du Canada, 
permettant ainsi d'obtenir la premiére mesure 
compléte de la valeur totale des transactions au 
Canada. Les résultats indiquent que les chéques 
encaissés dans les 32 villes de compensation 
d'alors représentaient 89 % de la valeur totale 
des transactions au Canada.

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Again in January 1953, the Canadian Bank- 
ers' Association collected the total of all 
cheques cashed in Canada during that month.

To improve the series, 
the Canadian Bankers' Association expanded 
its coverage by 1/7 additional cities, as 
from January 1953. 


History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in. St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In.May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities: “In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 5k.and® the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association. These data are shown 
inwerabless 1, "3; ~ 4 ~and’*5~and ~ the chart’ 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the “cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac-— 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total.

In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
feeraples I 3. 4 and 5, and “the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac— 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

Value of Cheques Cashed in Canada 


Valeur des cheques encaissés au Canada 
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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers‘ Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the “cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers’ Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
DZ cities. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. MThe basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
ingerables J 3.74 and 5 and the schart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the “cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
D2 cities. Cheques’ cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
Mipeaples Wo.) 4 and O° and™ thes vcnart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total.

In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities,to. 50.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the hanks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and 5 and the chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed"' series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Nous n'avons a notre disposition aucune donnée 
actuelle concernant la valeur des chéques portés 
au débit de comptes de succursales de banques a 
l'extérieur des 50 villes; la couverture de la 
série "chéques encaissés" est donc incompléte. 
L'Association des banquiers canadiens a fait le 
total, pour janvier 1935, de tous les chéques en- 
caissés dans les succursales bancaires du Canada, 
permettant ainsi d'obtenir la premiére mesure 
compléte de la valeur totale des transactions au 
Canada. Les résultats indiquent que les chéques 
encaissés dans les 32 villes de compensation 
d'alors représentaient 89 % de la valeur totale 
des transactions au Canada. Jrois nouveaux cen- 
tres sont venus s'ajouter entre 1941 et 1950. 
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Again in January 1953, the Canadian Bank- 
ers' Association collected the total of all 
cheques cashed in Canada during that month.

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
22h, eit ies. Cheques cashed in _ New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
Dye cities. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had meraed and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
mreraples 15°°3;)F@and *5° andothet chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 
cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
| the 50 cities, the coverage of the “cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Again in January 1953, the Canadian Bank- 
ers' Association collected the total of all 
cheques cashed in Canada during that month.

To improve the series, 
the Canadian Bankers' Association expanded 
its coverage by 17 additional cities, as 
from January 1953. 


History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929, In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52. £AC4eS, Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custom- 
ers, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 


Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
im "tables J,°°3,. 4 and” >. and™ the” ‘chart. 
Cheques drawn on the Receiver General or 


cheques drawn on bank deposit accounts held 
in the name of the Receiver General are not 
included in the data. Cheques drawn on 
these accounts appear exclusively in Table 
2, effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities.

In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January .1953,-there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
JL CLES. Cheques cashed in New 
Westminster were included with Vancouver in 
January 1961, reducing the total number of 
cities to 51 and the original 35 cities to 
34. As of January 1970, Fort William and 
Port Arthur had merged and are now desig- 
nated as Thunder Bay reducing the number of 
cities to 50.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on bank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on bank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

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Again in January 1953, the Canadian Bank- 
ers' Association collected the total of all 
cheques cashed in Canada during that month.

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 219535 there 
were 1/7 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34. As of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.

Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34. As of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, .eucher® current or sav ings."OTne’ basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers! Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on bank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accoUnTS appear exclusively in. fable 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. Jonn's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1255ca"there 
were 1/7 new cities added making a total of 
‘52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34. As of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now desiqnated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 5N.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
| plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
| Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on bank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the “cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34.—As-o0F

had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.

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Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, either current or savinas. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on bank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total.

Again in January 1953, the Canadian Bank- 
ers' Association collected the total of all 
cheques cashed in Canada during that month. 
Debits in the 35 cities for which payments 
were recorded, accounted for only 85% of the 
all-Canada total. To improve the series, the 
Canadian Bankers' Association expanded its 
coverage by 17 additional cities, as from 
January 1953. 


History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34. As-of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.

Value of Cheques Cashed in Canada

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Introduction 


Statistica] data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the hanks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, either current or savinas. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Rankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on hank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers! Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34. As of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, either current or savings. The basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in Tables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on bank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the arand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. vin Janlenyetoo Ft ene 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34.—As-of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.

Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 
Coverage 

As no data are available for cheques 


charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between the 
years 1941 and 1950.

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total of 35 cities. In January 1953, there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34. As of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.

Introduction 


Statistical data shown in this publica- 
tion are restricted to those amounts debited 
by the banks to deposit accounts of custome- 
rs, either current or savings. The ‘basic 
data are collected from the banks and sup- 
plied to Statistics Canada by the Canadian 
Bankers' Association. These data are shown 
in fables 1, 3, 4 and the chart. Cheques 
drawn on the Receiver General or cheques 
drawn on bank deposit accounts held in the 
name of the Receiver General are not in- 
cluded in the data. Cheques drawn on these 
accounts appear exclusively in Table 2, 
effective with the March 1979 issue. 


Coverage 


As no data are available for cheques 
charged to accounts in bank branches outside 
the 50 cities, the coverage of the "cheques 
cashed" series is incomplete. The Canadian 
Bankers' Association collected for January 
1935, the grand total of all cheques cashed 
at branch banks throughout Canada, thus ob- 
taining the first comprehensive measure of 
the full value of Canadian cheque transac- 
tions. The results showed that the cheques 
cashed in the 32 cities included at that 
time represented 89% of the Canadian total. 
Three new cities were added between’ the 
years 1941 and 1950.

L'Association des banquiers canadiens a fait le 
total, pour janvier 1935, de tous les chéques en- 
caissés dans les succursales bancaires du Canada, 
permettant ainsi d'obtenir la premiére mesure 
compléte de la valeur totale des transactions au 
Canada. Les résultats indiquent que les chéques 
encaissés dans les 32 villes de compensation 
d'alors représentaient 89 % de la valeur totale 
des transactions au Canada.

History 


Historical data are available since 1924 
when there were 31 cities. In 1926 Sarnia 
was included and Sudbury in 1929. In May 
1931, branches in Weyburn were absorbed by 
the Imperial Bank. In May 1941, cheques 
cashed in St. Catharines were included and 
in April 1949, St. John's was added, bring- 
ing the number to 34. In May 1950, cheques 
cashed in Cornwall were included making a 
total. of 35 cities. In January J253,,-there 
were 17 new cities added making a total of 
52 cities. Cheques cashed in New Westminster 
were included with Vancouver in January 
1961, reducing the total number of cities to 
51 and the original 35 cities to 34. ~As- of 
January 1970, Fort William and Port Arthur 
had merged and are now designated as Thunder 
Bay reducing the number of cities to 50.
